APPENDIX TO OFFER OF LET 


SPECIAL LICENCE PROVISION 

^ial Licence at functions in District Council Halls are granted under the following 
editions : - 

1. That the Halls Department as agents for the District Council are satisfied that 
the Organisation applying for such permission are able* to organise the function 
in a controlled and manageable manner and to maintain the Department and Police 
Regulations in respect of such functions. 

2. The Police Department have no objections to the granting of such applications. 

3. The Magistrates having heard the Halls Department and Police opinions are 
prepared to grant the necessary licence. 

While most functions are properly organised and the persons responsible are concerned 
with the reputation and good name of their organisation or Association, the Department 
has in recent months had a number of groups who have shown a total disregard for both 
the department's regulations and the Licensing Laws. As a result it is now necessary to 
issue the undernoted general conditions affecting Special Licences in District Council 
Halls to all tenants. 

(a) At all Dances/Socials etc., where a Special Licence is operated, entry to the Hall 

will be by ticket only. No money may be taken from members of the public at the 

door for admission. 

(b) Persons under 18 years of age will normally be refused admission to such special 

licence functions. Where exceptions to this general rule are made, the organisers 

will be responsible for ensuring that such underage persons do not partake of 
excisable liquor from any source while on the premises. 

(c) Admission to the hall on such occasions will not be allowed after 9.30 p.m. even 
to ticket holders. 

(d) Admission to the Hall on all occasions will be denied to persons who appear to be 

under the influence of drink to the extent that they constitute in the view of the 

Halls staff, either a nuisance to other patrons or an embarrassment to the licence 

holders . 

(e) All bottles and/or cans carried into the hall from other licensed premises or 

outside sources will be deposited in the Cloakroom and may be uplifted only when 
the depositer is leaving the building. In no circumstances will patrons be 

allowed to have such "carry outs" available for drinking on the premises, before, 
during or after the hours specified by ohe Special Licence. 

Any patron who refuses to lodge a "Carry-Out" in che Cloakroom will be asked to 
leave the premises and it is the Organiser's stewards who are responsible for 

maintaining this position. 

(f) Weddings, Dinners, Socials, etc.: All liquor and soft drinks (including the 

Wedding Toast, Table Wines, drinks for top table guests, hospitality rooms) will 
be provided by the license holder (viz. Halls Department) and from no other 
source . 

(g) The general rule of "No Pass Outs" will be strictly enforced at all Special 

Licence functions. 

(h) On occasions where the comfort of patrons, the fabric of the building and licence 

for Theatre/Dance and Liquor are at risk, the Bar Manager and the Halls Supervisor 
have the right and the duty to close the bar services at any time. 

Any organisation which wilfully and knowingly ignores these special points will 
find that future bookings of the accommodation will be affected. 

It is hoped the Organisation will appreciate that the foregoing is intended to clarify 
certain positions and to assist in raising the standards of a minority of functions 
which have been giving cause for concern.

Ayodhya & the Communal 
Violence that Continues to Follow 

We express our deep anger and horror over the recent developments 
in India, culminating in the deliberate and premeditated destruction 
of the 450 years old Babri Masjid, on December 6th 1992, at Ayodhya, 
northern India, and the killing of innocent people that has followed. 


These crimes are part of an aggressive effort by 
the right-wing Hindu communalist organisa- 
tions - Bharatiya Janata Party (BJP), Vishwa 
Hindu Parishad (VHP), Rashtriya Swayam- 
Sevak Sangh (RSS), BajrangDal (BD) and Shiv 
Sena (SS) - to impose on Indian society their 
anti-democratic ’Hindu Rashtra' agenda. 

For years these organisations have been perverting the 
faith of ordinary people by whipping up sectarian 
passions in the name of ’Hindutva' and thus, fomenting 
hatred towards Indian citizens of non-Hindu faiths. 
Unfortunately this process has been assisted by the 
opportunistic policies of the ruling Congress Party. 

The destruction of the historic Masjid not only humili- 
ates Muslims (one-eigth of India's population), it 
threatens their basic rights as citizens of India. It is a 
brutal attack on the very foundation of Indian society, 
intended to terrorize all those who do not support 
communal politics. Indeed it was the very same com- 
munal forces that killed Mahatma Gandhi - and 
Gandhi died with the name of Ram on his lips. Today 
in the name of religious riots over 1 500 were killed, 
5000 injured and tens of thousands made homeless. 
Mass rape of Muslim women was one of the most 
horrific aspects of riots in Surat and Bombay. Video 
tapes of these ghastly acts have been circulated publicly 
to make the humiliation complete. Even after two 
months the riots and killings continue. Fatalities and 
injuries have more than doubled. 

like the destruction of the Babri Masjid, the comunal 
carnage, which has followed, has been deliberately 
organised and led by the right-wing BJP- VHP- BD- 
SS-RSS combine. They are also therefore, ultimately 
responsible for the backlash' atrocities committed 
against Hindus in neighbouring countries as well as the 


attacks on temples and properties in the UK. We 
condemn the connivance of national and state authori- 
ties in these crimes which continues with attacks on 
Muslims by the para-military forces and the army 
elsewhere. Thousands of Uttar Pradesh armed police 
turned away while the Masjid was destroyed, brick by 
brick, over six hours. The Central Government for its 
part failed to prevent the gathering of the crowd. 
Particulalry reprehensible is the Government's deci- 
sion to allow prayers to continue at the illegally con- 
structed platform where the Masjid had stood. 

The attitude of the authorities during the communal 
riots has ranged from the ineffectual to active encour- 
agement. The participation of police in attacks on 
Muslims in Bombay and Surat is well documented - 
the police were quoted repeatedly saying “in uniform 
we are police, out of uniform we are shiv sainiks 
(supporters of Shiv Sena)”. In certain areas not only 
BJP but also Congress elected officials have led attacks. 

We cannot remain silent witnesses to this carnage and 
to the persecution of Muslims in India today. The 
Government of India is guilty of not honouring its 
commitment to protect the Babri Masjid, and for 
failing to protect the lives and properties of its citizens 
from attacks by communalists. The Government of 
India must act to implement and promote secular 
principles. It must restore respect for the Constitution 
of India by disengaging from communal policies and 
by taking prompt and exemplery action against com- 
munal forces. We must support and strengthen exist- 
ing secular forces that are fighting for a democratic, 
plural and secular society in which social, political, 
cultural and religious rights of all are guaranteed. 

The destruction of the Babri Masjid made an immedi- 
ate impact on the South Asian Communities settled in 
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Britain. Temples, Mosques and businesses have been 
attacked and, for some time, tensions increased be- 
tween Hindus and Muslims. The responsibility for this 
must lie on the shoulders of communal forces. 

The hypocrisy of some Hindu religious leaders in this 
country is self evident. Whilst they have called for 
peace and calm in the UK, they have helped foment 
comunal hatred in India by consecrating bricks to 
build the temple and sending money to comunalist 
organisaitons. The UK branches of the VHP and RSS, 
not to mention countless other religious and cultural 
organisations, have openly expressed their support 
and sympathy for the so-called "Hindu Cause". 

We oppose too, the paternalistic policies adopted by 
the British State towards black and minority commu- 


nities. In the curretn context, these policies are rein- 
forcing tensions between Muslims and Hindus. 
Stereotypically portraying such communities as ho- 
mogeneous entities, the state has encouraged the 
religious and communal forces through funding and 
co-option and purposely recognised only these forces 
as the sole representatives of their communities. This 
cosy relationship has never supported the daily strug- 
gles of black and minority people - against, for in- 
stance, racism and violence against women. 

Now more than ever, our historic and legitimate 
demands for equality and social justice have to be 
linked by our call to all progressive and democratic 
organisations and individuals in Britain to unite to 
isolate and combat comunal forces such as BJP and 
VHP. 


We Demand: 


• That communal violence is immediately ended and people in riot affected areas are 
provided with protection and compensation with special provision for rehabilitation of 
women deserted by their families. 

• That the perpetrators, direct and indirect, of communal carnage, rape, arson, murder, 
looting, etc; whatever their affiliation or position, are swiftly and effectively punished. 

• That exemplary and deterrent punishment is meted out to those guilty of the destruction 
of the Mas j id and subsequent violence. 

• That Members of the Lok Sabha and state legislature who have violated their oath are 
impeached. 

• That the Election Commission strictly enforce the People’s Representation Act so that 
communal propaganda during elections is heavily penalised. 

• That no religious activity be allowed on the Masjid site. 

We call upon all religious spokespersons to condemn the destruction of the Babri Masjid and 
the communal carnage that has followed. We call on them to support attempts to build a 
secular and democratic India.

Racist Bullying: The Experience of a Tordanhill B.Ed. Primary Student 


I am a 27 year old student. I can't remember when it started. It was in the 
primary school; a primary school in Edinburgh. I can't remember their names 
but I do remember their faces. I remember their big ugly mouths as the word 
"Sambo" spouted out. 

I didn't know what a "sambo" was: not because I was stupid but because I didn't 
recall ever having to use the word myself. "Wog" was another one I wasn’t sure 
about. I did know what a "Paki" was though, so when they called me that I 
certainly knew what the score was. 

We started off in G school moving on to H primary school because my 

Mum and Dad had managed to get a new house. Miss C gave me a special 

letter to take to my new teacher in the new school. 

I don't remember very much about H primary school; only that my big sister 

didn't like it because some girls were calling her names. I remember one 

incident where a girl called S was calling my sister "Paki bitch" and they 

started fighting. 

Then we had to change school again; back we went to G primary. At first it 

was great. Then the names started. My sister was in secondary school, so I guess 
I was in Primary 6 when I recall the first signs of nastiness towards me. 

I was always quiet, so why did they pick on me? Oh, I knew why. It was because 
my Granddad was a Pakistani. But how did they know that? How did they know 
I was the one who had to be called the names? My skin wasn't brown. 

Why did Barry K say that if anyone were to like Michael Jackson and the 

Jackson Five it would be me? Because I had the same colour of skin as him? No, 
I didn't! My skin was white and I liked the Jackson Five because they sang good 
songs! 

"Sambo", "Paki", "Wog", "Who Fell off the Marmalade Jar?", every day they said 
it. 

I fought back; but my tongue wasn't vicious enough. I couldn't think of 
anything that would hurt them as much as they hurt me. I used to say I was 
lucky to already have brown skin. I didn't have to pay for expensive holidays 
abroad to get a tan. But I didn't have a brown skin! So why was I saying that? 

One day, someone from the boys' line spat on me. So I punched him right on 
the jaw. I hated cleaning that from my hair: though the other girls had told her 
my teacher made no comment. 

Self conscious? I was very, very self conscious and very fed up. I reckon I 
became very withdrawn. I seldom spoke in class and lived in fear of the teacher 


leaving the room. I didn't want to be alone with the boys and their words. 
"Sambo", "Paki", "Wog", "Chocolate Drop". 

The other girls would look at me. I wonder what they really thought. What 
went through their minds? They were my friends and they watched as I 
squirmed with embarrassment. Ashamed at what the boys were saying? But 
why? I still don’t know why? Oh, I didn't like that school at all. I didn’t like the 
embarrassed feeling in front of the girls. 

I cry as an adult recalling this and I don't know why. I am not hurting any more. 
I think it's the girls faces: the way they looked at me. I can't think of any word to 
describe the expression on their faces because I don't know what it is. I didn't 
know what they were thinking. 

I hated the school. I wanted to stay at home. Somehow I slipped into a pattern 
where I didn't go to school. It was those pains in my tummy that were causing it. 
I was too ill; I needed time off school. The odd day would do; then two, 
increasing to three. I don't remember being at school for a full week. 

My Mum let me stay off school, you know. It was because of the pains. The 
doctor even believed me. I even believed me. The Sick Childrens' Hospital 
didn’t. Their tests proved that I had perfect health. So why did it stop there? A 
child has pains in her stomach, takes countless days off school, has the Truant 
Officer at home several times, and no-one asks why? Strange. 

I don’t remember the teacher's name; the one who let this happen to me. Why 
didn’t she see that I was unhappy? Why didn’t we talk about these nasty names 
people were calling me? That teacher in Primary 6 must have been stupid. She 
didn't notice me when I was there, or when I was not. Except to say that I was a 
"part-time pupil". That’s another one to add to the list! 

I think I know why they thought I was a "Paki". It must have been because I had 
long, long hair, plaited like Pakistani women do. I hated my hair. I wasn't 
allowed to cut it, my Dad said so. 

Sometimes, at the weekends, we would visit my Granddad in Glasgow and eat 
curry. It was nice. My Dad's Father: this man fascinated me. His skin was shiny 
and as black as coal. When I looked at my Dad next to his Dad I realised that my 
Dad was actually brown. Imagine - a brown Dad! I can't honestly say that I had 
noticed before. 

I started asking my Mum and Dad questions. They explained that my Dad's 
Father was a Pakistani, but his mother was a white woman. So this was the 
problem. My Dad was one of those "half castes". What a disgrace that seemed to 
be. My Dad was ashamed. I could tell he was. I knew he had changed his name, 
for obvious reasons. I understood. 

He asked if I had ever been called any names. I said no because I didn't want to 
hurt his feelings. I was glad I didn't tell him because he told the family he felt 


guilty and had always worried that people would call us "Pakis". He was 
surprised when we hadn't had any of that kind of trouble. 

Oh dear, are my parents as bad as that teacher - the one whose face or name I 
can't remember? 

I am married with two sons now; one as white as snow, the other as brown as a 
berry. I wonder if he will ever fall victim to the racists? And if he does, what 
will his teacher do? 


Exchange between this Student and a Strathclyde Teacher 


Student: Do you have any, or have your heard of any materials or topic packs 

that deal with racism? 

Teacher: Oh, good heavens no! We don't have any need to discuss that kind 

of thing. We don't have any of that kind of problem because there 
aren't any black children in our school. Oh well, there is one I 
suppose, but he's not in my class. 

I suppose I should really have a black doll in this class - but you 
know what it’s like. 

I'm not really interested in that kind of thing anyway. This is a 
piece of nonsense you know. In all my teaching career I've never 
come across anyone making a racist comment. 

Is this the latest stuff they are pumping out from Jordanhill now? 

I don't know where you'll find a topic on racism, unless it was 
some topic pack that had been made up for an English school. 
That's where these kinds of problem are.

Nazir Malik, a maths teacher^n Lanark Division and an EIS member since 1975,/ 
has been pursuing a case of racial discrimination, harassment and victimization 
for nearly three years with EIS support.^) 

In October 1991, Strathclyde Education (Appeals) Sub-Committee found that Nazir 
had been the, victim of racial discrimination and harassment in'* his school . How- 
ever, a year later, Strathclyde Region has yet to make* a satisfactory offer of 
settlement for the racial abuse he has suffered over more than sixteen years. 

Nazir ' 3 case comes before an Industrial Tribunal in Glasgow, with the legal 
support of the EIS, as approved by Law & Tenure Committee (6 March 1992), and 
with the backing of the Commission for Racial Equality, in May. 

The original grievance arose because Nazir's teaching timetable was heavily 
weighted year after year with low ability classes. Nazir and another black 
teacher in the maths department exclusively taught low-ability classes through- 
out their careers at the school . As a consequence of this prejudicial timetab- 
ling, there came to be a widely held view among pupils that Nazir was a poor 
teacher. This low esteem by pupils, and some maths colleagues, contributed to 
increasing racial abuse from pupils. 

The EIS is arguing that Nazir's Principal Teacher failed to support him against 
racist abuse from pupils. While the Maths Principal and the Head Teacher main- 
tain that Nazir was an ineffective teacher who was the cause of his own racial 
abuse by pupils, the facts are that Nazir Malik was never given any oral or 
written warnings about his teaching ,or any other aspect of his professional 
conduct. 

The Nazir Malik Support Group find the institutional racism that pervades 
Strathclyde Region's defence in this case profoundly troubling. 

For the past ten months, since March, Nazir has been without salary. Further- 
more,, his health has been adversely affected by the racial discrimination he 
has suffered and by the time it is taking to achieve a just settlement. Nazir 
and his family are now living on state. benefit and the contributions of his 
friends in the Nazir Malik Support Group. 

Lanarkshire Association, Dumbartonshire Association and Ayrshire Association 
have contributed substantially to the Nazir Malik Support Group.
